Heavy raing, baal roads and the hilly na- 
| ture of the country have combined to 
Jay tho advance of tho Iussian army in 
Ania, whilst in European Turkey tho Tarks 
} are found to be too «trong and tov advan- 
tagoously posted, to rendor tho croasing of 
the Dannbo an eaay task Present. 
Hence the Rudslan commander-in-ohiet 
| busies himself with making the prepara- 
tions noceasary, at the aanie timo awaiting 
tho arrival of reinforeementa It in ay 
ently tho intontion of th 
Nicholas to assomblo such overwhelming 
numbers as to ronder failuro almost inpos 
sible, However, it must be borne in mind 
| that evon with very great odds againat 
| thom, the Turks ‘possess advantages not 
| only in their fortitications, but in the fact 
that, moving on the interior and conse 
| quently shortest linea, they will be able to 
concentrate much more quickly than their 
antagonints, and so may gain some import. 
aut successos. 

In Asia, whore the principal part of the 
fighting has taken place, the invaders have 
had the worst of it so far, At Batoum they 
hayo been defeated with serious loss, and 
at Kara all their efforts to reduce the place 
or carry it by direct attack have boon re- 
| pulsed’ with considerable slaughter, On 
| the other hand they have captured a posi 
| Hon at Ardahan, and driven the garrison 
into the mountains. Tho Turkish fleet, 
|undor Hobart Pasha, has effected some 
little service in the destruction of two or 
threo potty fortresses, by which means the 

urrection amongst the Circassians bas 
been encouraged, 

Both of the combatants are thus embar- 
rassed by insurrections, the Roumauians 
being ready to assist the Russisns so soon 
na they succoed in crossing the Danube. 
Turkey has more than this to disturb her, 
however, namely threatened atterapts of 
the Softas to create a revolution in Con- 
atantinople, to preyent which the most 
rigorous measures have been adopted, 
‘Threatened thus from within, and wittioul, 
it will be wonderful indeed if tho Porte be 
able to hold out for any length of time and 
off a protracted defence to the immense 


hosts of the Czar, 
South Hastings Toachers’ Insti- 
tute, 


The May meeting of this Iostitute was held 
on Saturday, 19th iuat., commencing at 10:30 
an. 

After the genoral routine of business had 
Deon disposed of, Mr. Johnston, L gave 
the mest approved methods of teaching’ goog 
raphy. Ho said that teachers very freyuent- 
ly apont too much time on this subject : dwelt 
particalarly on intelligent and intellectual 
teaching, on the noceasity of bringing every 
| sabject taught down to the capacity of the 
clans ; deprecated the system of cramming ; 
urged strongly the noceasity of teachors pro: 
paring every loason before attempting to teach 
it, and constantly reviewing the pupils upon 
what had been previously taught : said he 
thought fully (ico-thirds of the time given to a 
lesson might be profitably speat in review, 
Ho recommended teachers not to contin 
themselves to text books, but teach a great 
deal to younger classes especially, in a con 
vornational way, and thoughe that & few min-
